Two 
Freight TTmloa-Thre© 
Men 
Milled—Three Fatally Injured. 
Buffalo, Jan. 22— A terrible collision 
occurred between two heavy freight trains 
an the Philadelphia and Erie railroad, this 
morning, between the stations of Cameron 
and Sterling, by which three men were 
killed and three others fatally injured. 
The wreck was complete, the broken en- 
gines and cars being scattered for a long 
distance. Engineer Dean, of the westbound 
train, and tho fireman and head brake 
man of the east-bound train were found 
buried beneath the debris,and when taken 
out they were all dead. Three other train

Keening Children After School. 


Good Company. 
There is ono common practice of the 
public schools which ought to be abolished 
tit once and everywhere without question 
or parley. That is the practice of impris 
orang the children in the school houses 
beyond the school hours. Pretty nearly 
every school house in the land is thus turn­ 
ed into a penitentiary in which children 
arc immured every day, some of them tor 
imperfect recitations, outers for faults of 
deportment. This method ut punishment 
might, it the teachers were all judicious, 
he resorted to occasionally with good 
effect, but teachers are not at ail judicious, 
aud thousands of children are thus detained 
every day to whom the detention is a 
serious injury and a grave injustice. For 
some trilling breach ut order, like turning 
in the seat or dropping a pencil, tor some 
small failure in a recitation, and often tor 
no fault at all—whole classes being kept on 
account of the indolence of some of their 
members, and the innocent thus suffering 
with tho guilty—the children are shut up 
rn tho school houses, sometimes during the 
intermissions, and olten after the close of 
school. Thousands of children in delicate 
health, to wtram tho regular school hours 
arc too long, are permanently In jured by 
this system of confinement.
